Statement of Purpose and Need for the Proposal [40 CFR 1508.9(b)]:

The purpose of this proposed project is the rehabilitation of a single residential unit (Unit 3) within a multifamily (5 or
more units) structure located at 11 Raritan Avenue, in Keansburg, Monmouth County, New Jersey (Block 13, Lot
2.05_C0003). The Reconstruction, Rehabilitation, Elevation and Mitigation (RREM) Program provides up to $150,000 in
grant funding assistance to eligible homeowners. The proposed project is needed to repair damage to the unit that
occurred as a result of Superstorm Sandy.

Description of the Proposed Project [24 CFR 50.12 & 58.32, 40 CFR 1508.25]: ( Include all
contemplated actions that are logically either geographically or functionally a composite part of the
project, regardless of the source of funding. As appropriate, attach maps, site plans, renderings,
photographs, budgets, and other descriptive information.)

The RREM Program provides up to $150,000 in grant funding assistance to eligible homeowners. The RREM Program will
provide funding to help homeowners repair their primary residence damaged by Superstorm Sandy.

This proposed project involves the rehabilitation of a single residential unit (Unit 3) within a multifamily structure located
at 11 Raritan Avenue, in Keansburg, Monmouth County, New Jersey (Block 13, Lot 2.05_C0003). The multifamily
structure, built in 1989 according to property tax records, comprises 9 units, one of which was damaged as a result of
Superstorm Sandy. The scope of work includes repair and replacement of appliances, cabinetry, doors, drywall, floor
coverings, carpets, as well as electrical work, heat, vent, and air conditioning work, insulation, moisture protection,
plumbing, and painting. The total estimated cost of repair is $60,043.70. See attached Project Location Map file
RREO009913MF_ProjectLocationMap_RREM_TO145, property tax card file RREO009913MF_Tax_Card_RREM_TO0145 and
photographic log file RREO009913MF_Photolog RREM_T0145.

According to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA),
Monmouth County has been designated a nonattainment or
maintenance area for five National Ambient Air Quality Standards
(NAAQS) (see RREO009913MF_USEPA_NonAttainment-

Emissions associated with the proposed project are estimated to be
well below the threshold when compared to the federal General
Conformity Rule de minimis thresholds.

There will be temporary, unavoidable increases in particulate matter
levels during the proposed repairs and rehabilitation of the building.
\While air quality may be temporarily affected during improvement
activities, the proposed project will adhere to state air quality
standards (N.J.A.C. 7:27-1 et seq.). Air quality effects will be
mitigated to the extent feasible.

The Division of Air Quality (DAQ) has revised the General Conformity

Block Grant for Disaster Recovery (CDBG-DR) for the Hurricane
Sandy recovery efforts according to a memorandum from the DAQ
dated January 23, 2014 (see RREO009913MF_Revised
GeneralConformityApplicability RREM_TO145). The general
conformity analysis is required by the Clean Air Act and Federal
Regulation (40 CFR Part 93, (Subpart B)). This revision is due to
updated information received from the Sandy Recovery
Environmental and Historic Preservation Review Program regarding
commercial construction activities associated with the CDBG-DR,
which were not assessed in the original environmental assessment.
The revised estimated air emissions, including the air emissions
related to commercial construction activities, continue to remain
well below the Federal General Conformity regulation’s de minimis
thresholds and are presented to conform to the State
Implementation Plan (SIP).

To avoid adverse air quality impacts, compliance with the regulatory
requirements of New Jersey’s Air Rules continues to remain in effect.
Activities must still meet the State’s Air Pollution Control
requirements, e.g., obtaining permits when necessary, adherence to
idling limitations, and implementation of all reasonable measures to
mitigate dust and fugitive emissions from demolition and
construction.

2. Airport Hazards [] [The proposed project is in compliance. It does not involve any of the
(Clear Zones and Accident Potential Zones) applicable activities: acquisition for construction, change in land use,
[24 CFR 51D] increase in density, major rehabilitation, or new construction.

The restrictions on construction and major rehabilitation of
structures in runway protection zones (formerly called runway clear
zones) apply to civil airports (24 CFR 51.303). Civil airports are
defined as commercial service airports designated in the Federal
Aviation Administration’s National Plan of Integrated Airport
Systems (NPIAS) (24 CFR 51.301(c)). Within the 9 counties most
impacted by Superstorm Sandy, the only New Jersey airports listed
as commercial service airports in the current NPIAS are Newark
Liberty International Airport in Essex and Union Counties and
Atlantic City International Airport in Atlantic County. Runway
protection zones extend up to half a mile from the ends of runways
along flight paths, and become wider as distance from the runway
increases. There are no civil airport runway protection zones in
Monmouth County. Newark Liberty International Airport is located
approximately 15 miles to the northwest of the project location, and
Atlantic City International Airport is located approximately 72 miles
to the southwest of the project location (see
RRE0009913MF_AirportClearZonesandAccidentPotentialZonesMap_
RREM_TO145).

HUD regulations also include restrictions on construction and major
rehabilitation in clear zones and accident potential zones associated
with runways at military airfields (24 CFR 51.303). The only military

airfield in New Jersey with clear zones and accident potential zones

subject to these restrictions is the Lakehurst Naval Air Station. The
clear zones and accidental potential zones associated with the
Lakehurst Naval Air Station are located in Burlington County and
Ocean County. Consequently, the proposed project is not located
within an airport clear zone or the Lakehurst Accident Potential
Zone, which is located approximately 28 miles southwest of the
proposed project location (see
RRE0009913MF_AirportClearZonesandAccidentPotentialZonesMap_
RREM_TO145).

3. Coastal Zone Management [] [The proposed project is in compliance. It does not involve any of the
g:oaStal Zone Management Act sections 307(c) applicable activities: acquisition of undeveloped land, change of land

Per the New Jersey Department of Environmental Protection’s
(NJDEP) HUD Environmental Review Tool, the proposed project is
located within the Coastal Area Facility Review Act zone (see
RRE0009913MF_CoastalZoneManagementMapCAFRA_RREM_T0145
). However, the NJDEP Division of Land Use Regulation (DLUR) has
determined that the action does not require permits under the
Coastal Permit Program and no additional consultation or approval is
required. DLUR has previously stated that rehabilitation projects
without elevation do not require Coastal permits from the State as
internal construction and minor external construction (roofing/siding)
are not regulated.

4. Contamination and Toxic ] The proposed project is in compliance. Of the applicable activities, it
Substances involves rehabilitation but not acquisition, change of use to
[24 CFR 50.3(i) & 58.5(i)(2)] residential, demolition, leasing, new construction, or construction or

improvements to infrastructure.

HUD policy requires that the proposed site and adjacent areas be
free of hazardous materials, contamination, toxic chemicals and
gases, and radioactive substances, where a hazard could affect the
health and safety of occupants of the property or conflict with the
intended use of the property.

To identify sites near the proposed project location that have
hazardous materials, contamination, toxic chemicals, gases and
radioactive substances as specified in 24 CFR 58.5(i), a review of the
NJDEP’s HUD Environmental Review Tool was conducted. This review
identified that the project location is not within the 3,000-foot
radius of any “threatening” sites (see
RRE0009913MF_ContaminationandToxicSubstancesMap_RREM_TO1
45).

The parcel may be within the 3,000 foot radius of a Hazardous Waste
cleanup site, Landfill, solid waste cleanup site or Hazardous Waste
facility that handles hazardous materials or toxic substances;
however, all sites that were determined by NJDEP to be “non-
threatening” to the potential HUD project are not depicted on the
map.

depicted on the map.

The site reconnaissance performed on December 11, 2014, revealed
no visible recognized environmental conditions (RECs) in the vicinity
of the proposed project. There were no obstacles to identification of
RECs. In addition, the proposed project site is not listed on a State or
Federal Hazardous Waste sites database (see
RRE0009913MF_ContaminationandToxicSubstancesMap_RREM_TO1
45).

All solid waste materials must be managed and transported in
accordance with the state’s solid and hazardous waste rules.

Lead-Based Paint

[The multifamily structure containing the damaged unit was
constructed in 1989 (based on tax records); because the structure
was constructed after 1978, lead-based paint is not expected to be
present and is not a potential concern.

In addition, a limited inspection for lead-based paint was conducted
within Unit 3 by Atlantic Environmental Solutions, Inc. (AESI) on
September 17, 2014. During the time of the inspection, AESI
determined that because the structure was constructed after 1978
lead-based paint is not expected to be present and is not a potential
concern (see
RRE0009913MF_LeadRiskAssessmentReport_ RREM_T0145).

Asbestos

[The multifamily structure containing the damaged unit was
constructed in 1989 (based on tax records); because the structure
was constructed after 1980, asbestos is not expected to be present
and is not a potential concern.

In addition, a limited inspection for asbestos-containing materials
(ACM) was conducted within Unit 3 by Atlantic Environmental
Solutions, Inc. (AESI) on September 17, 2014. During the time of the
inspection, AESI identified several materials presumed as potentially
asbestos-containing materials (PACM). Six bulk samples were
collected and analyzed for asbestos. No samples collected from the
residence contained greater than 1% asbestos (see
RRE0009913MF_LimitedAsbestosinspectionReport_ RREM_T0145).

Radon

No testing or mitigation is required for structures that are in areas
with ranks of Tier 3 or Tier 2. The structure in question is located in a
Tier 3 area, and therefore no radon testing or mitigation is required
(see RREO009913MF_RadonPotentialMap_RREM_T0145).

assisted proposed project to threatened and endangered (T&E)
species and, for animals, critical habitats. The review evaluated
potential impacts not only to any listed, but also to any proposed or
candidate endangered or threatened species and critical habitats.
Projects that affect T&E species or critical habitats require
consultation with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) and/or
the National Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS), in compliance with
the procedure of Section 7 of the Endangered Species Act.

[The project can be listed as having “no effect”, as there is no
potential to affect federally or state-listed T&E species based on a
review of the NJDEP’s HUD Environmental Review Tool. The NJDEP
IArcGIS Screening Tool Centroid layer indicates that no federally or
state-listed T&E species are documented on the subject property.
Review of the individual Environmental Review Tool layers for piping
plover, red knot and bats (northern long-eared bat) indicate that
none of the species are present on the project site; however, bats are
mapped as being present on the neighboring property to the east,
beyond Raritan Avenue (see
RREO009913MF_EndangeredSpeciesMap_RREM_TO0145). Because
the proposed project activity is rehabilitation of the interior of a
residence and tree cutting is not part of the proposed project
activity, the proposed project will have no effect on the bats present
to the east of the project site. Consultation with the New Jersey
Division of Fish and Wildlife’s Endangered and Nongame Species
Program (ENSP) is not required because no trees are being removed
as part of the proposed project.

Consultation with the NJDEP State Forestry Services — Natural
Heritage Program (NHP) determined that no rare plant species,
ecological communities or rare wildlife species or wildlife habitat are
documented on the proposed project site. NHP determined that
one rare plant species and, with regard to wildlife species and
habitats, eight foraging habitats and one nesting habitat, are
documented within the immediate vicinity (within one quarter of a
mile) of the project location (see
RREO009913MF_NJDEP_NaturalHeritageProgramResponse_RREM_T
0145). Because the proposed project activity is rehabilitation of the
interior of a residence, there will be no effect on those rare plant
species, wildlife habitats and individuals.

[The USFWS IPaC landscape explorer tool was used to generate a list
of any federally listed endangered plant species on the project site
or in the project vicinity. Results of this screening indicate that
critical habitats for two endangered bird species (piping plover and
red knot), one endangered flowering plant species (seabeach
amaranth), and one mammal (northern long-eared bat) may or may
not be located on the project site or in the project vicinity. Based on
the review using the NJDEP’s HUD Environmental Review Tool for
endangered species, consultation with NHP, and the proposed

project activity (rehabilitation of the interior of a residence), the
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project will have no effect on these species. The tool identified 7
migratory birds within the vicinity of the project site. Because tree
cutting and vegetation removal are not part of the proposed project
activity (rehabilitation), the project will not affect migratory birds
(see RREO009913MF_USFWS_IPaC_Results_RREM_T0145).

6. Environmental Justice ] The proposed project is in compliance. It does not involve any of the
[Executive Order 12898] applicable activities: acquisition, change of land use, demolition,

major rehabilitation, new construction, or an adverse impact or
condition with respect to an environmental issue.

The thresholds for minority and low income populations in New
lersey are 48.52 percent (urban areas) and 18.58 percent,
respectively. The project area covers Census blocks that include
environmental justice communities. The project area contains Census
tracts and blocks with minority populations ranging from
approximately 40 percent to 100 percent and populations below
poverty level ranging from approximately 10 percent to 20 percent
(see RREO009913MF_EnvironmentallusticeMap_

PercentMinority_ RREM_TO145 and RRE0O009913MF_Environmental
JusticeMap_PercentBelowPoverty RREM_T0145).

The project would not generate adverse resource or health effects or
adversely impact residential, commercial, or community facilities or
services that may be of importance to environmental justice
communities. The project would not generate disproportionately
high and adverse environmental impacts on environmental justice
communities (see
RRE0009913MF_EnvironmentallusticeChecklist RREM_T0145).

The property involved in the proposed project does not include
prime or unique farmland as identified by the U.S. Department of

FarmlandProtectionMap_RREM_TO145).

9. Floodplain Management |:| The proposed project is in compliance. Of the applicable activities,

The presence of a Special Flood Hazard Area (100-year floodplain,
zones A or V) was determined by using the NJDEP’s HUD
Environmental Review Tool. Per the screening tool, it has been
determined that the entire proposed action is located in a 100-year
floodplain, i.e., Zone A, with the Federal Emergency Management
[Agency (FEMA) Preliminary Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM) layer
applied. The FEMA Preliminary FIRMs layer is the first “best
available information” in the screening tool (see
RRE0009913MF_FloodplainManagementandFlood
InsuranceMap_RREM_TO0145).

Per the FEMA National Flood Insurance Program FIRM Map for
Monmouth County, New Jersey (All Jurisdictions), Panel 34 of 457,
Map Number 34025C0034F, dated September 25, 2009, the
proposed project is within Zone AE (see
RRE0009913MF_FIRM_34025C0034F_RREM_T0145).

The proposed action involves the rehabilitation of a single
residential unit (Unit 3) within a multifamily structure. Because the
unit is located in a multifamily structure, the structure, and hence
the residential unit subject to the proposed action, will not be
elevated. A 5-step floodplain analysis was conducted to determine
whether the proposed project would have adverse effects on the
floodplain. The results of the 5-step floodplain analysis indicate
that there are no practicable alternatives to the proposed project
(see RRE0O009913MF_5-StepFloodplainAnalysis_ RREM_TO145).

Per the NJDEP Division of Land Use Regulation (DLUR), a Flood
Hazard Area permit is not required for the proposed project. DLUR
has previously stated that rehabilitation projects do not require
Flood Hazard Area permits from the State as internal construction
and minor external construction (roofing/siding) are not regulated.

48 years old and is not located in a historic district or archeology
sensitivity grid square, and the proposed activities substantially
conform to the original footprint.
